Having given good fatisfaftion in my laſt years 
Alwanack to many , in publiſhing the nature and 
cauſes of Eclipſes, I thought it not amiſs to con- 
tinue it. this Year alſo: 

The-Eclipſe of the Sun is caufed by the di- 
ref interpolition of the opacous body of the 
Moon between the Sun and us, which never hap- 
pens ;-Þut at the time of the Novielunium, or 
New Moon; and yer not in every New Moon , 
but then only when the Moon hath little or no 
latituceirom the Ecliptick line; ſo that the Sun 
loſeth no light ; but:caly ſome part of the Earth 
1s Geprived of his glorious luſtre , by the inter- 
paſition ofthe body .of; the Moon between hin 
and their ſight : Hence Aſtronomers define, thar 
It is Izterceptio luminis: Solaris profeia , ex inter- 
poſituns Lune inter Solem atque aſpetum noſtrum; 
ſo that Sidas well obſerves , thar Solis eclipfis 
fit , quando Luna in ipſum incurrit ; Therefore it 
-. follows, that the Sun may be totally Eclipſe 
to ſome People , whilſt others living remote 
C yet at the ſame time enjoying the Suns pre- 
ſence ): nay ſee the greateſt obſcurity not to ex- 
ceed half his body : As In the Eclipſeofthe Sun 
-. thar is to happenthe 2. of July 1684. which will 
be nine years hence, the greateſt obſcurity at 
Rome will ke 12. Digits, in Englangynot above 
2. Digits, and inTIreland little above 6. Digits ; 
a'l which diverſity in the Phenomena, ariſeth irom 
the great and varlous changes of the Moons pa- 
raihx, in Altitude, Longitude and Latiruce, of | 
which you may ſee {urther in Mr. my | 
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Aſtronomical Treatiſes, to which I refer you. 
But the Eclipſe of the Moon is univerſal, and ap- 
pears in all places of the ſame quantity and con- 
tinuance , for the Moon being (as betoreſaid) 
an opacous body , and having no lipht bur what 
ſhe receives from the Sun, can never be Eclipſe, 
or loſe the Suns light, but at the full Moon, when 
ſhe hath little or no latitude , but is diametrically 
oppoſite to the! Sun, and the Earth interpoſing 
between them (rea in lixes) caſting her ſhadow:- 
upen the Moon , and thereby depriving her of 
the Surs light, which may be more or leſs, acccr- 
ding to the Moons Jatitude : Hence the Philo- 
ſepher rightly defineth this defe&t, that it 13 Pri- 
vatio Inminis in Lune, orta a diametrali terre inter 
Solem& Lunam oppoſitione, lo that it is to be ob- 
ſerved , that in the Solar Eclipſe, rhe Moon (by 
her proper motion from Weſt to Eaſt) firſt enters 
upon the Welt Limb of the Sun, fo the Suns E- 
clipſe doth alwayes begin on the Weſt-ſide , an1 
end on the Eaſt : But the contrary appears in the 
Lunar Eclipſe, for her motion being from Wett 
to Eaſt, the Eaſt part of her body muſt neceffari] 
firſt enter the Earths ſhadow, and ſo her Eclipſe 
alwayes begins on the Eait- ſide, znd ends on the 
Welt.

If in the Weſt about Sun-ſetting there appea- 


reth a thick black Cloud, It either ſheweth rain 


that night , or the day following, becauſe thar . 


cloud-will want heat to diſperſe it. | 

Ita black Cloud be in the Eaſt , in which the 
Sun ſoon after his riſing is hid , it will diſſolve it, 
and rain will enſuethat day ;- or if Vapours are 
ſeen to aſcend upon it, it is a cettain ſign of 
raine. 

If theSun or Moon look pale, look for raine; 
if fair and bright, faire weather ; but if red,winds, 
as the Verſe hath it : | 

Pallida Luna pluit, rubicunda flat,alla ſerenat, 
If the Sky berei in the morniny , 1t 1s a ſigne of 
wind aad raine , or both, becauſe thoſe Vapours 
which cauſe the redneſs will preſently be reſolved 
into rain; but if thesky be red In theevening, it 
is a token of a fair night to enſue. 

If Miits come down from the Hills, or ſeemto 
deſcend from rhe Heavens, and ſettle in the Val- 
lies, it preſageth hot weather ; Mifts in the Eve- 
ning portend a hot day to enſue ; the ſame when 
white Miſts ariſe from the waters in the evenings. 

T he re-ſounding of the ſea upon the ſhore,and 
the murmur of winds in the woods, withour ap- 

arent winds, ſhew wind to follow. tor ſuch winds 
Gckine chiefly out of the earth are not quick)y 
perceived. | 
Theoften changing of the wind doth many 
times ſhew ſtormy weather. 


W hen there is no dew at ſuch times as uſually 


there 13, it fore-ſheweth raine, becauſe the matter 


ofthe dew is turned into watry clouds. If 


If inthe North-weſt before day-light end.there 


1ppears 2 company of jittle ſmall black Clouds - 


like flocks of ſheep,it is a certain. ſigne of raine. 
[If the wind continue any confiderable time in 
rhe South, it is a certain ſjgne of raine, 


If the Sun at his riſing be encompaſſed witha 


Ctrcle,and drive away the clouds before him welt- 
ward, it ſignifies fair weather. 

The obſcuring of the ſmaller Stars in a clear 
night is a ſigne of raine,. | 

The ſhooting cf the Stars ſhew wind from 
that coaſt the ſtar came. 

If the Summer be moiſt and cloudy, it's bad for 
Corn and Fruit. 

If the Rain-bow appear when ir is fair, It is 
aſigne of foul weather; the ſame 1f two Raine- 
bows appear : A rain-bow prefent]y after Fain 
ſhews fair weather, if it be very green. rain; if 
red, winds ;3 1f It befeen inthe mornliig,!t ſheys 
moiſture ; in the evening fair weather : but you 
areto obſerve thereare two forts of Rain-boiys, 
one of the Sun.another of the Moon ; that of the 
Sun appearing by day , and that of the Moon by 
night,and more fe |Jdom than that of the Sun. 

It the Moon the Fourth day after her Change 
have a Circle or hollow abou: her, winds and rain; 
a Circle about her neer the full Moen , ſheweth

If the Stars ſeem few, and caſt 
little light , change of weather. If they ſeemto 
run, ſhoot or fall, wind from that part, and tem- 
peltuous weather. 

Water-fowls. (as Sea-gulls, More-hens, &c. ) 
when they gather together in flocks and compa- 
nies , and fly from the ſea towards rhe ſhore; 
and contrariwite, Land-birds, (as Crows, Swal- 
lows, &c. ) when they fly from the Land to the 
water's, and beat the waters with their wings , 
ſcreſhew wind and rain, Aches, Hurts, ahd Cornz 
in men full of pain; predias froſt-or rain. Solid 
bcdies, as walls, ſcones, and paverrents, when they ſweat, 
ſo alſo Earth-wormscc me forth, Moles caſt up more then 
ordinary, and Fleas, Flyes, and Gnats bire more then ordi- 

nary,is ſign of raw. The falling of ſoot from Chimneys,Cat- 
rel catirg greedily aud licking thejr hoofs, croaking of 
Frogs, the creeking of wainſcoar, Plaiſter falling from walls, 
. If the fire hvſh and keep a noiſe, or burn pale, if the Spin- 
rer work haſtily jn the Air, the Aunt buſted with her eggs, 
or .the Bees in fair weather not going far from home , all 
theſe are ſ1gns of foul weather ro follow. 

Winter-birds, (as word-cocks, Feld-faresz &c.) if they 
come ſcorer then ordinary, and cur cf the Northern Couti- 
rieys, do .(with us) ſhew cold winter. 

So the Swallew and Cuckoo that come toward Summer, 
if they come early, ſhew a hor ſummer to follow.
